As the Nov. 3 general election 
approaches, Pennsylvania Power & l ight 
Co. (PP&L) officials urge the public to 
refrain from attaching campaign posters to 
utility poles. 

Using nails, staples, tacks or other metal 
fasteners to affix posters to poles poses a 
serious safety hazard to PP&L. Linemen 
who must climb the poles. 

It’s also illegal. 

“Metal fasteners can deflect our linemen’s 
climbing hooks and that can result in falls 
and possible serious injuries." said Warren 


E. Tobias. PP&L’s safety director “There 
are thousands of wood poles in PP&L’s ser¬ 
vice area, and at any time, a lineman may 
have to climb one of them to restore electric 
service.” 

State law prohibits attaching nails, tacks 
or other metal or hard fasteners to public 
utility poles. Violation of this law is a sum¬ 
mary offense, subject to fines of up to $300 
and or 90 days imprisonment.
